Che oo, June 1.—(11 a.m.)—An 
unconfirmed rumbr is current among 
the Chinese that a battle occurred 
six miles fromm Port Arthur yester- 
day (Tuesday.) 

The engagemen 
Russians retiring on Simatsi, fol- 
lowed cautiously’ by Japanese de- 
tachments. ‘hreé companies of Japa- 
nese are reported to have ambushed 
a patrol of the’ Nerinsky regiment 
near Elunsian, wounding three Cos- 
sacks. A fourtn Cossack had his 
horse killed under him. Fearing cap- 
ture he buried his rifle. He was cap- 
tured, but subseguantly escaped, dug 
up his rifle and rejoined his regiment, 

Severe fighting is reported along 
the railway between stations Viagoy 
and Vfandien. The Japanese suffered 
heavily, and would have been annihi- 
lated had not in‘ontry reserves come 
up and forced the Russians to retire 
into Viangoy. 

Continuous Clashes. 

Liaoyang, June 1.—Continuous 
fighting has taken place northeast of 
Tengwangcheng end the railway 
about Kinchou, since May 27. A 
sharp action has taken place ecast- 
ward of Simatsi, 35 miles north of 
Fengwangcheng, "which lasted from 
the morning of May 27 until day- 
light, May 30, Doth sides suffered 
seriously, although the detailed loss- 
es are not available. 

To Fortify Yinkow. 

London, June 1.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of ‘The Chronicle  tele- 
graphs: ‘‘Russian strategy has un- 
dergone another change. Yinkow is 
to be again fortified. Four guns 
have been brought from Newchwang, 
the garrison increased and the har~- 
bor mined."’ 

On to Port Arthur. 

London, June 1.—The correspon- 
dent of The Standard at the Jap- 
anese army headquarters, telegraph- 
ing under date of May 31, says: 

“Repeated reconnaissances show 
that the enemy’s troops are not 
within 15 miles of Fengwangcheng 
or east of Tayang River for 30 
miles in the direction of Siuyen. 
Motienling Pass may delay, but it 
cannot prevent the Japanese ad- 
vance to Port Arthur, as the pass 
can be turned on cither flank.’’

Russian Officials Report a Check te 


Mikado's Forces May 30. 

St. Petersburg, June 1.—The fol- 
lowing official despatch has been re- 
ceived by tH@ general staf: 

“From May 29 to May 80 all has 
been quiet in the neighborhood of 
Peng wangcheng- ‘ 

“At 10.30 p.m., May a foree of 
Japanese infantry from Juandiansi- 
an commenced a frontal flank attack 
upon a position occupied by our 
Cossacks near Shoago, 15 versts 
northwest of Kuandiansian. The Ja- 
panese, under cover of the darkness, 
opened a running, desultory fire, us- 
ing field search-lights. The Cossacks 
retired on foot to Chanlin Pass, two 
versts west of Shongo, and subse- 
quently on Aiyangpienmen, — sixteen 
versts west of Chanlin Pass. The fir- 
ing ceased at 2 a.m. May 28, when 
the Japaneso ceased the pursuit at 
the entrance of Chanlin Pass, 

Japs Suffered Heavily. 

“The same day the first section of 
a Japanese detachment approached 
Aiyangpicnmen, but afterwards re 
tired to the summit of the hills west 
of the town, At 10 a.m. they formed 
up in order of battle, the force con- 
sisting of two battalions, with ano- 
ther in reserve. At 11 aim. a battery 
of artillery took up a position and 
opened firo with shrapnel. While 
crossing the valley the Japanese ins 
fantry, advancing ip close . formas

“Up te May 29 the Japanese had 
not occupied Siuyen, 

Aonihilated tho Japs, 

“Shortly before noon May 30 our 
cavalry opened fire near the railroad 
station at Vagenfuchuchu ogainst an 
advancing Japanese foree consisting 
of cight companies of Infantry, eight 
squadrons ef cavalry and four ma- 
chine guns. During the ensuing bat- 
tle our mounted Sotnias brilliantly 
attacked a Japanese squadron on 
the enemy's left flank and almost 
comple annihilated it. The Sot- 


nius then attacked the infantry, but 
retired under the fire of machine 


guns. The advances of the Japanese 
infuntry in order to turn our leit 
flank was stopped by the fire of our 


battery, which inflicted considerable 
loss on the enemy. Our losses have 
not yet been definitely ascertained, 


but so far as known one officer and 
25 men were wounded and 25 horses 
were lost. 


JAPS NOW IN DALNY. 


Russians Left So Hastily That They Left 
Much Good Property. 

Tokio, June 1—The Russians 
evacuated Dafny so hastily that they 
fuiléd to destroy much property, 
which will prove highly valuable to 
the Japanese. General Oku’s scouts 
report that one hundred storehouses 
remain uninjured. The railroad 
“station, with 200 passenger and 
freight coaches, are uninjured. The 
Russians destroyed the big pier and 
blocked all the deck entrances with 
sunken steamers. They destroyed all 
the small railway bridges in the 
vicinity of the docks, but left the 
jetties uninjured. 

Reports from Che Foo state that 
in the Russian evacuation of Dalny 
and Talienwan bandits attacked both 
towns, but order was restored on 
the entrance of the Japanese troops. 


The Japanese captured the naval 
guns taken from Port Arthur to 
Nanshan Hill.

STRANDED PAUPERS 


DISTRIBUTIONOF IMMIGRANTS 


Hon. Mr. Sifton Suggests That ®.c¢ Farmers’ 
Organizations in Ontario Take Up tho 
Subject and Make Suggestions to the 
Department—Port Arthur and 
Fort William Warbors—In- 
spection of Grain. 


Ottawa, June 1.—The date of pro- 
rogation, it is hoped, has been mn- 
terially advanced by the adoption 
yesterday of the motion of Sir Wit- 
frid Laurier to devote the greater 
Part of Wednesday and Thursday to 
Government business for the re 
mainder of the session. This gives 
Government measures precedence: on 
all other days than Mondays, ond 
was justified by the advanced state 
of private business. The report that 
large numbers of European {inini- 
grants who have recently arrived in 
Canada are penniless was brought 
to the attention of the House by 
Mr. EB. ¥. Clarke, and the subject of 
Pauper immigration was thrashed 
out. The debate disclosed the fact 
that Canadian medical examination 


is most rigid, and that the class of 
immigrants arriving are desirable, 


Mr. Borden’s Testimony. 


Mr. R. L. Borden took advantage 
of the opportunity to speak of the 
excellence of the Galician settlers, 
Mr. Sifton, in response to sugges- 
tions from both sidés of the House, 
Promised toi see what could be done 


in the way-of distributing imrni- 
grants now. secking employment 
among the different Provinces. The 


advisability of making Port Arthur 
and Fort William free ports was sug- 
gested during the debate upon the 
bills establishing a harbor commis- 
sion for those ports. Sir Richard 
Cartwright, 
measure respecting the payments of 
bounties upon lead-bearing ores. 
smelted in Canada, informed the 
House that the measure of last ses- 
sion had materially increased the 
output of the mines. 


To Increase Bonding Powers, 


A petition was received on open- 
ing yesterday afternoon from the 
Huron & Ontario Railway Com- 
pany, praying for legislation to 
crease their bonding powers 
$10,000 to $20,000 a mile.

The House adopted a resolution by 
Sir Wilirid Laurier that eiter to-day 
to the end of the session, Govern- 
ment orders have xrecedence on Wed- 
nesdays and ‘Thursdays after qucs- 
tions put by members.

Pauper IminJgrants. 


Mr. Clarke called the attention of 
the Government to the fact that a 
number of immigrants, chiefly Gali- 
cians, are stranded in Montreal, 
where they are a charge on the city's 
charity. He read Canadian Associ- 
ated Press despatches recording the 
Statement of a Montreal correspon- 
dent, that thousands of lately ar- 
rived immigrants are walking the 
streets and being sent to the. jails 
for protection. Mr. Clarke declared 
that the obligation of caring for 
them is on the steamship companics” 
that brought them out, not on the 
City of Montreal. 

Mr. Rosamond stated that a dozen 
men of these stranded immigrants 
had found their way to Almonte, 
where they are now perfectly help- 
less. Having no means of support 
they are dependent on charity. 

Mr. Monk said it was the Govern- 
ment’s duty to come to the rescue 
of these people. Unlike the United 
States, which was enforcing ils laws 
against pauper immigration more 
rigidly every day, Canada seemed 
content to allow undesirable immui- 
grants to flow in. 

Hon, clifford Sifton. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton said that the 
Canadian Government had no cen- 
trol over what any private agency in 
England might do, but he would en- 
deavor to find what could be done 
in this direction, The officers of the 
Department were doing their utinost 
to deprecate the work of voluntary 
organizations. Many mechanics had 
been sent out to Canada by such or- 
ganizations, and only yesterday a 
cable had been sent by the Depart- 
ment of the Isterior to Lord Strath-- 
cona, strongly urging, that only 
farmers or farm laborers should be 
sent out from England to Canada. 
Mr. Sifton stated that most of the 
stranded immigrants in Montreal are 
Italian navvies. He promised co give 
special attention to the complaints 
that had been made: Oot 

Mr. Clarke asked if the Government 
had not author to charge the 
steamship companies with expenses 
in connection with the maintenance 
of pauper immigrants. 

Mr. Sifton replied that the steam- 
ship companies were liable to pay 
the expenses of inspection and trans- 
portation.

PORT ARTHUR'S FALL 


Now Timed to Take Place on or 
About June 20 Next. 


ATTACK TO BE MADE JUNE 15, 


Worrs¢ Important Mas Developed Sines 
May 20 Beyond Outpost Eneounters— 
Kuropatkin Botween Fires at Homo 
and Abroad—Russiu's Advisers 
Lack Moral Courage to Advise 
Him As to Best Course. 


May 81.—The attack on 
Tho Chronicle’s Tokio 
correspondent telegraphs, 1s expected 
to begin about June 15. Corre- 
spondents leave here June 10, in 
timo to seo the capture probably 
about June 20, ‘The correspondent 
also says that about 10,000 Rus- 
sians have been sent up the Liao 
River in junks to Ticling. 

The Morning Post’s Shanghai cor- 
respondent wires that several Jap- 
nese transports are landing troops 
in Northeast Corea. 

According to correspondents at 
Japanese headquarters, up to May, 
29, nothing important had develop~ 
ed beyond outpost encounters, Jap- 
anoso troops are largely engaged in 
building roads and bridges. 

The Standard’s correspondent says 
that tho force that landed at Talcu- 
shan appears tq have struck the 
fringe of tho rainy season,’ 'Tho 
downpour has been very heavy. 

Kuropatkin's Hard Luok, 


Gen. Kuropatkin, the Telegraph's 
correspondent at St. Petersburg, 
says, is fighting two enemies, one at 
the other in Manchuria, 
While ‘his military reputation is un- 
dergoing o terrible ordeal, he also is 
accused of failure as Minister of 
War to make proper preparations for 
war, The Emperor is alleged to be 
fo dissatisfied that he would dismiss 
both Alexie! and Kuropatkin were it 
not that ‘the fears the effect of public 

opinion. 

The general impression among the 
highest classes is that the fall of 
Port Arthur ought to connote the 
end of the war, and that if the Jap- 
anese succeed in fhis alm, Russia's 
best interest would be to make 
peace, but nobody, the correspondent 
givers, possesses the moral courage 
to make such a suggestion to the 
Emperor, 

Japs Occupy Alyangpienmon, 

London, May 31.—A despatch to 
The Central News from Tokio, yes- 
terday, says the Japanese captured 
a quantity of powder and fifty-six 
railroad cars at Liushutun. The de- 
spatch also says that the Japanese, 
after defeating the Cossacks at 
Aiyangplenmen, nertheast of Feng- 
wangcheng, occupied that place and 
reinforcements were sent forward to 
support them. 

_ The Report Has Color. 


St. Petersburg, May 31.—There is 
no confirmation of the general staff 
of the reported defeat of 2,000 Cos- 
sacks at Aiyangpienmen (northwest 
of Fengwangcheng), but the mes- 
sage from General Kuropatkin re- 
cording- the Japanese advance from 
Kuandiansiang (Kwantien) to Sia- 
matsza, lends color to the Tokio re- 
port in view of the fact that Ai- 
Sangpienmen lies between the above 
points. 

Kuro Reports Jap Advance. 

St. Petersburg, May 31.—The war 
office has received the following des- 
patch from Gen. Kuropatkin, under 
yesterday’s date: ‘I this morn- 
ing received a report ‘stating that 
the Japanese advance on Kwantien 


London, 
Port Arthur, 


has begun from Siamatsza. The 
numbers of the enemy are not 
known.”’ 


Chased By the Japanese, 

London, May 31.—The Standard’s 
Che Foo correspondent says that a 
Russian gunboat, believed to be the 
Bobr, ‘which was_in .action at Tal- 
‘snwan Tnursdey, has .arrived from 
Port Arthur. She was chased by 
Japanese, but was able to take 
some refugees from Dalny. 

Jap Objective Is Port Arthur. 

‘Liaoyang, May 31.—The impression 
at headquarters is growing that the 
main objective of the enemy is 
Port Arthur, and it would not be 
surprising if the actual assault on 
that fortress began within a fort- 
night. 

Russian Scouts Captured, 

Tokio, May, 31.—Gen. Kuroki, re- 
ports a number of outpost affairs, 
and tho capture of eight Russian 
scouts. 


(PATAL MILITARY WALK. 


Mony of French Pedestrians Succumb to 
Hardships of Race, 


Paris, May 31.—Fatal results {fol- 
‘lowed ‘the army walking match Sun- 
day {rom the Place de ta Concorde 
to St. Germain and back, .a distance 
of about twenty-eight miles, in which 
2,000 soldiers from many regiments 
took part. Reports received by the 
Minister of War show that forty-two 
men are missing and a number of 
them are said to have succumbed to 
hardships. Besides those missing, 
thirty-four men were taken 40 tho 
hospitals along the course, in vari- 
ous stages of prostration. Six were 
in a serious condition, one man _ is 
dead, and another in a dangerous 
condition. Some reports .place the 
number of dead at four. 


Exquiry Already Begun. 

Montreal, May 81.—Judge Win- 
chester arrived in town yesterday 
morning and began his enquiry into 
the complaints re the employment of 
aliens on the G.T.R. surveys. He 
expects to be in this city for three 
or four days,

ing operations have been commenced 
on the G.T-R., just east of the city, 
end also in the city Mmits near Nor- 
wich avenue.

ADD TO PAY OF THE MILITIA 


Sir Fredorick Borden £xplains the Increase 
—The Next 
Bonrasen's Complaint Against 


Budget Tuesday—Mr. 


Lord 
Strathcona—Kesolution Passed For 
the Prohibition of Cigarettes— 
Protection of Crossings. 


Ottawa, May 31.—After many 
weeks of Government legislation the 
public bills and resolutions standing 
In the names of private members 
were once more given a chance in the 
House yesterday. Jull advantage of 
tho opportunity was taken, and sev- 
eral important matters were discuss- 
ed. Sir Frederick Borden presented 
the regulations for the increased pay 
of the militia, Tha House adopted 
in committee the resolution introduc~ 
ed by Mr. Maclaren of Huntingdon 
somo weeks ago, thut It is cxpedi- 
ent to bring in a bill to prohibit the 
importation, manufacture and sale 
of cigarettes. ‘There was no discus- 
sion on the bill yesterday, Several 
bills amending the railway act were 
discussed, the most important one 
being Mr. Maclean's, and the prin- 
cipal provision being thav fixing two 
cents a mile as the maximum railway 
pussenger rate, This met with favor 
from the Opposition, but the Mouse 
eventually accepted a suggestion by 
Hon, Mr. Fitzpatrick that the bill be 
referred to the Railway Committee, 
who should investigate the matter. 

Tho Budget Next Tuesday. 


TIon. W. 3S. Fielding announced 
that the budget would be brought 
down on Tucsday of next week. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding brought down 
supplementary estimates, amounting 
to $10,000, on account of the re- 
ruction of the Ottawa post- 

fice, destroyed by fire. He expfain- 
ed the amount was necessary to 
carry on the work for the remaind- 
er of the current fiscal year, which 
ends on the 30th of June. 

Mr, Bourassa’s Complaint. 


Henri Bourassa made complaint 
that Lord Strathcona, High Com- 
missioner in London, discussed pub- 
licly some phases of the political 
relations of Canada and the Empire. 
He insisted that a Canadian official 
should take no part in the politics 
of Great Britain. Recently the Prime 
Minister had stated that W. T. R. 
Preston had no authority to speak 
for Canada in certain matters he had 
discussed; he wanted some such 
course pursued with regard to Lord 
Strathcona. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurjer explained that 
Lord Strathcona, socially and polit- 
ically, was highly thought of in 
Great Britain. While His Lordship 
sometimes gave his opinions on po- 
litical questions, Sir Wilfrid said he 
had never known him to speak on 
behalf of the Wominion Government. 

Union Label Bill, 


Ralph Smith moved the second 
reading of his bill. to enable labor 
unions to register their labels under 
the trades, marks act. 

Speaker Belcourt ruled the second 
reading out of order under the rule 
which prohibits the introduction of 
a bill relating to trade or the re 
straint of trade without notice in 
the form of a resolution. 

“T give notice to that effect than,” 
said Mr. Smith. 


To Amend Criminal Code, 


Mr. Lancaster moved the second 
reading of his bill to amend the 
Criminal Code. The object of the bill 
is to prevent persons under 21 years 
of age, arrested on a criminal 
charge, from electing as to how they 
shall be tried without first securing 
the advice of thél™parents as guardi- 
ans. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick suggested that o 
good many criminals under 21 years 
of age know how to take care of 
themselves on such matters without 
any advice. He thought it would be 
sufficient to give persons under 16 


the protection provided for in Mr. 
Lancaster's bill. 
The amendment was adopted. 
Cigarette Resolution. 
Without a word of discussion the 
House went into committee on the 


resolution: “‘That it is expedient to 
bring in a bill to prohibit the im- 
portation, manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes,”” and passed it. The bill 
will be brought down at next sitting 
of the House. 

Proteetion of Crossings. 


The House having gone into com- 
mittee on the bill, Mr. Lancaster, 
the champion of the cattle-guard 
movement of last session, explained 
the necessity of amending the Rail- 
way Act as proposed. 

The bill states that “whenever {na 
city, town or incorporated village a 
Tailway crosses a highway at rail 
level, the said speed of ten miles an 
hour shall in no event be exceeded, 
unless the railway company keeps a 
avatchman at such crossing to warn 
all people using the highway of ap- 
proaching trains.’’

Timber Protection. 


"Tho Minister of the Interior stated 
that the Government had been in- 
formed of the resolution passed at 
the fifth annual mecting of the Cana- 
dian Forestry Association, setting 
forth the necessity of protecting the 
timber along the route of the Trans- 
continental Rallway from fire risks 
with the construction of the 
road, and also asking for an exami- 
nation into the water sources of 
Canada. Mr. Sifton said that an ef- 
ficient protective service would be 
instituted where the railway crosses 
Government Jands. Tho question of 
enquiring into the water sources of 
the country is under consideration. 

Pay of the Militia. 

In reply to Mr. Henderson, re_ the 
rate of pay to be allowed the militia 
at the annual camps, the Minister of 
Militia said that under the act long 


service and good conduct will be al- 


lowed at the rate of 20 cents 
for tho first year, 40 cents for the 
second and 50 cents for the third 
year. Several conditions are laid 
down. To be entitled ,to this pay, 
which is in addition to the regular 


rate of 50 cents a day, privates and 
non-commissioned officers must be 
duly enlisted in a regiment outside 
of the permanent corps. 

They must perform the full 
amount of drill for which their regi- 
ments are called out. They must be 
reasonably efficient in the perform- 
ance of their duties, in the use of the 
rifle, or whatever weapon their corps 
is equipped with. They must have re- 
ceived no punishment beyond adnro- 
nition or reprimand. If these cordi-

Two-Cent Passenger Rate. 
W. F. Maclean moved the second 
reading of his bill to amend the 
FPailway Act. The bill, besides pro- 


viding for a minimum rate of two 
cents a mile for passengers on rail- 
Ways, contains three other Asics 
ments. It deprives the chairman of 
the Railway Commission of power to 
override the decision of his two 
colléagues on questions inwlvinz 
points of law. It brings the express 
companies within the jurisdiction of 
the Railway Commission. It provides 
that compensation in connection with 
independent telephone companies 
gaining access to railway stations 
shall be based on actual damages 
sustained by the company, and aside 
from any claim to recognition for 
viglated contract or rights. 

Mr. Maclean fought unsuccessfully 
against sending his bill to the Rail 
way Committee. Like Mr. Lancas- 
ter’s bill to amend the Railway Act 
it was passed on to the Railway 
Committee. 

The Minister of Justice gave 
assurance that the purpose of the 
Government in sending it to that 
committee was not to shelve the bill 
but to expedite its full considera- 
tion.

Archdeacon Casey, Lindsay, De- 
livered the Sermon.

Beoulifal Mouint St. Joseph wag the 
scene of a very int¢resting and im- 
pressive sermon this morning—the 
blessing and dedication of the new 
chapel, which bas Jnat been complet - 
ed. “The corner Stone was laid on 
the 26th of July, 1905, and was made 
the occasion of a pleasing cecemony. 
Ohe new buldirg adjoins the form- 
er novitiate, aud is one of three sto-

first of these. The dimensions of 
the addition are 77x44, ond white 
biick lias been used in its construn- 
tion. ‘

A very large number of people at- 
tended (his merning’s ceremony, 
which look place at nine o'clock, when 
His ordsiup Wishop O'Connor per- 
formed thie Solemn Eeremony of dedi- 
cating the chapel of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus. His Lordship was 
attended on this occasion and in the 
muss by Rev. Father Spratt, of 
Wolfe Island, assislunt priest; Rev. 
Wether McColl, deacon, Key. Falher 
hitzpatrick, sub-deacon; Rey. Dr. 
O'Brien, master of ceremonies, and 
Venerable Archduacoi Cusey, who 
dejirered the sermon, Tuose in the 
buneluary were: Key. Father Con- 
way, of Norweod: Rey, Wather O'sul 
liven, of Lindsay < Rey. Vather Gal- 
vin, of the Cathedral; Rey. Father 
Crowley, of North) Bay. The secmon 
was delivered by the Venerable Arch- 
deacon Casey, of Lindews, formerly 
of Peterboro, whose eloquent words 
ust have been listened to with 
plenasure by all who hcard them. The 
words of the text were from St. Mat- 
thew, 21; 87-40, “Jesus said anto 
him, Thou salt love the Lord thy 
God with Lay whole heart, thy whole 
soul, ond with thy, whole mind. This 
ig the first und [freatest command, 
end the second is Yke unto this: Thou 
Kbalt love thy uaighbor as thyself. 
On these two commandments depend 
the whole law and the prophets.” 
(Ihe ceremonies which just conclud- 
ed, said the speaker, lad dedicated 
the chapel lo ty worship of A's 
mighty God, and}that entire house 
to tie service of Jesus Christ in 
works of charity. |The Lord had toy- 
ed them with an ifinile love, and de- 
sired that return should be made by 
loye to Him. He had chosen from 
amopg=t men certain souls whom He 
tock tc himself and endosyed with 
great grace, and whom He dseired to 
be perfect even as His Father in 
heaven was perfect. Such perfection 
was to be found in the loveof God 
apd the love of our neighbor. The 
speaker paid an eloquent (ribut? to 
the ses of lhyse wie had socon- 
secrated themselves 4 Christ and 
their emulation of His example by 
virtue, hinmilily, Self-saecrifice, char- 
ity end christian service. 

Venerable Archdeacon Casey 
viewed the history of tie tees in 
that part of Ontario in which Pe- 
terboro was particular!y interested, 
from the coming of Bisaop Jamot in 
1551, who saw the great need ex- 
isting for Chirstian endeayor. The 
C.P.R. had not then been built and 
bis district extended aimost from 
the Ottawa to Rainy  kiver. He 
went to the Sisters cf St. Joseph 
in! Toronto and asked for voluuteecs, 
and fiye responded, amongst them the 
present Mother Superior of Toronto, 
and entering upon their work, they 
gost successfully directed their ef- 
forts to the service of God, the 
spesker, referrivg as an instance to 
the self--acrificing manner in which 
they have cared for the sizk and in- 
jured along the C-P.i. Reference was 
made to the erection of a hospital, 
thrice added to subseyuently, for the 
purpose of looking after the needy of 
the Western country, and the service 
wihich the Sisters rendered in edu- 
cating the Indian children near Fort 
William. Effective work was also 
done in Cobourg. Where a magnifi 
cent schoo] had lately been built. 
Zhe erection of tie hospital in Pe- 
terbore was hegun' under Bishop 
Dowiing, and compieted under tho 
present Bishop, ond the Sisters of 
St. Joseph established in this Wio- 
ecse—Mother Austin being chosen as 
the first Superior, and Lindway as 
the temporary Motier house. The 
work had progressed throughont the 
divccse, and to-day there are two 
jiospitals. seven schools, and one 
House of Providence. each represennt- 
ing a Dranch of the work carriedon 
by the Sisters. In 1894 the property 
on which the Mother house is situat- 
ed was purehased—one iciend con= 
tributing $1,000—and on Jan ist, 
1825, the Sisters came to it; the pro- 
porty was (heir own; it had been 
enlarged and now constututed 2» mag- 
nificent pile, al monunicnt for all 
timo to the cause espoused by the 
Sisters of St. Jos

. BUDGET SPEECH, 


Safeguarding of Canadian Indus- 
tries Its Keynote. 


DUTY ONSLAUGHTERED GOODS 


Tariff Malsed 20 Per Cent. on Certain 
Woolens—Maximum and Minimum Tar- 
iff4—Statement of the Minister Fore- 
casting Their Adoption Received 
With Ringing Cheers—Tariff 
“Sore Spots’? to Bo Helen. 


Ottawa, June 8.—To the many 
triumphs achieved by the Laurier 
Government was added one more yes- 
terday in the announcement of an 
adjusted tariff suited to the chang- 
ing needs of the Canadian people. 
The budget speech by Hon. W. S. 
Fielding was a record of remarkable 


business administration and a re- 
yelation of resourceful statesman- 
ship, The story of the condition of 


Canada’s bountiful treasury was 
surprise only in the degree of uf- 
fluence to which it “has reached, with 
an estimated surplus of $16,500,000, 
and a reduction in the national debt 
of $7,500,000 for the year. It was 
shown that the net debt of the coun- 
try has been decreased by $1,000,- 
G00 in the eight years of Liberal 
rule, notwithstanding the many large 
undertakings and large capital ex- 
penditures. The other evidences of 
Prosperity were equally conclusive. 
Mr. Fielding justified the Goyern- 
ment’s policy of a moderate tariff, 
and proceeded in a most business-like 
way to announce some changes 
which were deemed necessary for pre- 
sent needs. 
Tarif Revision Promised. 


A commission will be appointed to 
take evidence, and the tariff will be 
revised along the lines of a mini- 
mum and maximum tarifi, to suit 


a 


our own tastes and requirements in 
dealing with different nations. This 
announcement was received with 


ringing cheers from the Government 
benches. The enthusiasm increased 
as the Yinance Minister revealed 
changes which are designed to 
move grievances respecting certain 
well-known ‘‘sore spots” in the tariff 
schedule. 
To Prevent “Dumping.'* 

The greatest enthusiasm was excited 
over the proposed special duty to 
prevent the ‘“‘dumping’’ of goods in 
Canada at slaughter prices. It is 
designed to end this by adding an 
amount equal to the difference be- 
tween the in¥oiced price and the real 
value up to 50 per cent. of the duty 
in general lines, and 15 per cent. in 
the iron and steel items. As _ the 
Government’s plan was revealed, the 
astonishinent of the Opposition was 
plainly apparent, while the joy of 
the Liberals rose correspondingly. 

The Opposition Critic, 

The critic selected by the Opposi- 
tion to reply to Mr, Fielding was 
Mr. A. ©, Bell, one of the front 
benchers of the Opposition, but eyen 
so experienced a Parliamentarian as 
Mr. Bell had to spar for wind, and 
when the Pinance Minister sat down 
at 5.40 asked that the Houso rise at 
that hour for dinner, thus giving 
him respite to 8 o'clock. Last even- 
ing he criticized the Liberals for 
deserting their free trade policy, and 
contended that the prosperity of the 
country was due to Providence and 
the large trade figures to inflated 
prices.

Sir Richard Cartwright will reply 
to-day and a great specch is expect- 
ed from the veteran Knight.

A SIX MILLION DECLINE. 


Statistical Reports Shows Great Falling Off 
in Soo Canal Trafic, 


Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., June 7. 
The statistical report of the traffic 
of the Sault Ste, Marie Canals 
shows a great falling off from tho 
traflic up to this time last year, the 
difference being more than 6,000,000 
tons. The decline in tonnage is 
due to the strike in Ameri- 
Can ports to a certain extent anid 
also to the fact that navigation 
opened about a month later than 
last year. 

The total freight tonnage for the 
period to June 1 was 449,888. The 
tonnage for April last year was 
1,651,839 and the tonnage for May 
reached 5,188,071, making a total 
up to June 1 of 6,839,856, or 6,- 
389,968 more than this year up to 
June 1. = 

The Canadian Canal 
up heavier than that of the Ameri- 
can side by. over 40,000 tons, a 
condition seldom _ known, _ This is 
due to the facf that thé Canadian 
boats were not affected by tho tie 
up. Very little ore of any kind has 
gone down the lakes so far. 

Note—The Canadian canal opened 
on April 30, 1904, with the follow- 
ing traffic for that date: Four pas- 
sengers, two lockages, registered 
tonnage 48 and 32 tons of freight.

Mearing the bell of the leading en- 
gine of the double-neader crain ring, 
and wishing to gel aeross before it 
starbed so as jlo save time, , he 
swung himself up on the bumpers be- 
tween two of the cars. Just as he 
was reaching for the “grab bas” 
on tho outer edges of the curs lo 
aesisl his leap outward the train 
commenced to move, snd in tis haste 
the boy missed the bars and fell be- 
tween the cars, in an instant one 
wheel had passed over his meht lex 
in a diagonal direction fron) the 
thizh to a villle above the knee, and 
the second wheel caught the lower 
part of his left foot. 

Mhe accident was wilnessed by 
fome roilway men ond others who 
were standing on the station plat- 
form and their sheuts of horcor 
cunsed the engineers to apply the 
brakes to the slowly moving cars. 
‘Lhe pocr Jad, who had been render- 
cd temporarily uneonecicus by the 
frightful pain, was carried into the 
baggage room, and in a couple of 
minutes Drs.

HON. MR. FISHER. JUSTIFIED 


Lord Dundonald Guilty of Grave Insubor- 
dination—He Had Every Opportunity 
to Appeal to the Ministry Bofore 
Making Wis Indiscrect Speech at 
Montreal_Has Formed 
No Plans. 


Ottawa, June 15.—An Order-in- 
Council sanctioned by the Governor- 
General yesterday relieves Lord Nun- 
donald of his duties as G.O.C, of 
the Canadian militia. The Order-in- 
Council as handed out late last night 
is as follows: 


EXTRACT FROM A REPORT OF 
THE COMMITTEE OF THE HON- 
ORABLE THE PRIVY COUNCIL 
APPROVED BY HIS EXCHLLENCY 
THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL ON 
THD U4TH DAY OF JUNE, 1904: 

The sub-committee of counci] having 
had under consideration certaln re- 
cent public utterances of the Ear] of 
Dundonald, G.O.C., on’ the Canadian 
militia amd a report in relation there- 
to by the minister of militia, report as 
follows: 

“On the 8th day of June, 1904, the 
attention of the minister of militia 
was drawn to a despatch 4n one of 
the newspapers of Ottawa purport- 
ing to give a report ef a speech made 
by Lord Dundonald at a dinner in 
Montreal in wifich hd assailed thpgov- 
ernment and particularly the Hon. 
Mr. Fisher, minister of agriculture, in 
relation to their action in militia af- 
fairs. On the same day the minjster 
of militia addressed a letter to Lord 
Dundonald calling his attention to the 
report and enquiring whether {t cor- 
rectly stated his utterances, and the 
attendant circumstances. To this a 
reply wals received from Lord Dun- 
donald admitting the substantial cor- 
rectness of the report in question. 

Lord Dundonald’s general remarks 
on what he calls political interference. 
a= well as those in relations to the 
particular case, which he mentions 
{ndicates on his part a regrettable 
failure to appreciate the principles ot 
British constitutional government. 
Lord Dundonald’s recommendation of 
any gentleman's appointment as an 
officer of the militia would in itself 
have no force or effect. It could only 
become effective after receiving a 
the approyal of the minister of mite 
(2) the approval of his excellency the 
governor-genera] in council. the 
power of approval on the part of 
each of those authorities must of 
necensity carry with it the right of 
enquiry and rejection. In the case 0! 
members of the cabinet, while all have 
an equal degree of responsibility in a 
constitutional sense, yet in the prac 
tical working out of responsible gov- 
ernment in a country of such vast ¢x- 
tent as Canada, it is found necessary 
to attach a special responsibility to 
each minister for the public affairs of 
the province or district with which he 
hhas close political connection, and with 


cquainted. 

Oe: Fisher's Position. 

“Mr. Fisher, while sharing with his 
colleagues that general responsibility 
already referred to, represents in a 
particular manner the eastern town- 
ships of the Province of Quebec. If, 
when it was proposed to form a new 
regiment in that district, he interested 
himself in the work and sought to 
make the organization effective, he was 
not merely exercising a right; he was 
discharging a duty due the people of 
the district and to his colleagues in the 
cabinet, who would expect him to Jn- 
form himself of all the facts and ad- 
vise them before approval by the cabi- 
net of the proposed arrangements. Mr. 
Fisher states that so far as his inter- 
ference related in any way to politics 
ft was not to give the new regiment a 
political color, but to guard against 
that very evil, which he had reason to 
be = + was one of the causes of fail- 
ure of some previous efforts to main- 
taia efficient military organizations in 
the eastern townships. He interfered 
not t> have the regiment officered ly 
his cwn particular friends, but to s=e 
that capable military men of all poli- 
tical colors received as far as possible 
equal consideration. That he did not 
seek to give his own political color to 
the regiment is abundantly evident by 


welt 


the fact that of eight names submitted i} 


In the list, only one was struck out by 
him. and by the further fact that a 
majority of the gentlemen of the corps 
given commissions with his approya 
are his political opponents. 

“In the case of the gentleman par- 
ticularly mentioned by Lord Dundon- 
ald as having been objected to, it has 
been shown that he had never been in 
any way connected with the militia 
and therefore was not regarded as a 
suitable person to have the rank of 
mejor, and that Mr. Fisher recommend- 
ed for the place another gentleman who 
was also a political opponent, but who 
was well qualified by military servic: 
for a position of command. 

“It should be added that at the time 
of dealing with that particular case, as 
set forth by Lord Dundonald, Mr. Fish- 
er Was not acting merely as a minister 
specially interested in the cas(ezn 
township affairs. altho such sition 
would have given him an andoubted 
right to advise; he was acting for ond 
witn the authority of the miniater of 
militia, who was absent from the city, 
and therefore his action had all the 
foree and authority of natinn hy tho 
responsible head of the department or 
militia and defence. In view of these 
focts it is difficult to reach any othe 
corclusion than that the action taken 
by Mr. Fisher was entirely within his 
right and duty as_a cabinet minister 
and entirely in the interest of a non- 
partisan militia service. 

“It 1s of importance to observe that 
the list from which one name was 
struck was completed by the approval 
of his excellency the governor-general 
on the Slst of May. At that time the 
minister of militia had returned to the 
capital and was in @afly attendance in 
his office, while Lord Dundonald was 
In similar attendance {n his office in 
the same building. If Lard Dundonald 
had any reason to be dissatisfied with 
the list In Sts amended form, His ob- 
vious duty was to call on the respon- 
sible minister and inyite a discussion

The first day, 
the warships were fog-bound. They, 
reached the Corean Straits, June 15, 
and were sighted and watched by a 
fast three-masted Japanese cruiser.

They sank the Japancse transport 
Idzumi off Kotsu Island. The Idzurmi 
was bringing Aack invalided soldicrs 
from Port Dalny, 105 of whom were 
rescued hy one of the Russian cruis— 
ers. .
